Nov. 19th, 1906. 

Council met in regular session, 
Maj ror Lowry presiding. 

Councillors present—Meng, Normile 
Graham, Williams, Simpson. 

The minutes of the last regular s 
sion were read and confirmed. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Froiii the Poultry,IPigeon and Pet 
Stock Association asking for a grant 
to assist them in their annual show to 
be hold in January. Laid on table 
until later in the evening. 

From Thos. Butcher complaining of 
the action of Mr. H. B. Snerwooa in 
emptying water on the street. As 
soon the ground freezes it will again 
bock the water into his cellar. Laid 
on the table until later in the evening. 

From the Dominion Rock Drill Co. 
asking for a partial remittance of taxes 
os in former years. Referred to Court 
of Revision. 

The Finance Committee reported in 
reference to grant asked for Hoy Bay 
ferry. The solicitor states that the 
town cannot legally make a donation 
tow aid the ferry. Kei>ort adopted. 

The Street Committee reported the 
account of Madole & Wilson, $287.31 
correct, and had granted an order for 
same. Also, that they had made an 
estimate of the cost of the continuation 
of the West street sewer, and in their 
opionion it would cost $2,250. Also 
that John Wilson be paid the sum of 
$10.00 for damage to his cellar, caused 
by Canning Factory sewer. Report 
adopted. 

Tne Fire, Water and Light Commit¬ 
tee reported recommending the grant¬ 
ing of the petition of P. Bristol and 
others asking for an arc lamp in 
Dundas street west, instead of incades- 
cent lamp now in use. Report adopted. 

The Fire, Water and Light Commit¬ 
tee also reported in reference to boat 
to bring coal for electric light plant 
from Sodus. It was quite a difficult 
task to get a boat, but they had finally 
made necessary arrangements. 

The Poor and Sanitary committee 
reported in reference to account of Dr. 
Leonard for examining insane persons. 
They recommended the payment of 
$10 for two examinations but would 
suggest that the clerk be authorised to 
write Brockville Asylum and ask them 
to remit for examination of escaped 
lunatic from that institution. Report 
adopted. 

W. Exley addressed the council in 
reference to cellar under engine room.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR. 

Tub Editor of thk Kxprkhb : 

Dear Sir—As the time iw near when 
the ratepayers must elect representa¬ 
tives for the coming year, the time 
seems opportune for the electors to 
take an active interest in securing 
men of the right sort to fill the various 
offices. 

The present council has come in for 
considerable criticism, some of which, 
no doubt has been well deserved, some 
perhaps not, at any rate the council 
was the choice ol' the electoi , s, and if 
the selection was unfortunate, the 
electors have only themselves to blame. 
If the standard is low it shows that 
those, who could 1 letter fill the offices, 
where from fear of personal loss or 
comfort, or from unwillingness to en¬ 
counter hostile criticism and ingrati¬ 
tude decline to assume the responsibil¬ 
ities of office. 

There is no doubt, that the accept¬ 
ance of odice, does entail considerable 
loss and sacrifice in many men, and 
this, with the disinclination to engage 
in the unpleasant details of an election 
campaign, prevents many from accept¬ 
ing nomination. 

On the other hand, every one is in¬ 
terested in securing honest and effic¬ 
ient conduct of public affairs, and as 
everyone receives benefits from the 
public service, those who possess 
qualifications should al Mime time be 
prepared „to make sacrifices for the 
public good. 

To mo it appeal** that the only rem¬ 
edy iN for men of ability and standing 
to allow their names to go before the 
electors as candidates, i believe that 
some such men would accept office if 
they were satisfied that there was 
jv real demand for their services and if 
their names could be placed before ihe 
electors without their having to bring 
themselves forward as candidates. 

Now as to practical remedies, 1 
wuuldjKiiggest that those of the electors 
who wish to elevate the standard of 
the council, should either by public 
meeting or otherwise sign requisitions 
asking such men as they wish to accept

THOUSANDS OF THEM IN TBE 
FRENCH REVOLUTION. 

Amazons of Many Countries Wbo Dave 
Done Valiant Service In 
the Field. 

There were thousands of women sol¬ 
diers in the French Revolution. After 
the fall of the Baslile a battalion of 
young women took up arms under the 
name of Amazons and rendered yeo¬ 
men service, says the London Express. 
Jeanne Lacombe, comedienne, forsook 
the stage for the field. Theresa Figueur 
saw four horses die under her in battle. 
Other Amazons were pensioned by Na¬ 
poleon und one was decorated with the 
Legion of Honor. 

The "Amazon of the Cossacks” is the 
daughter of a Vladivostock merchant. 
A skilled horsewoman and rifle shot, 
she distinguished herself greatly in the 
Russo-Japanese war and at the begin¬ 
ning of the present year she was mude 
a ward of the Czar. 

There died in Florence last March an 
Italian woman, Signora Mario, who 
fought with Garibaldi, and "Mother Jar- 
rothout," a heroine of the Franco-Ger- 
mun war, died last yeur. She fought 
in male uniform on the walls of Chat- 
euudun, and at Ablis she took two pris¬ 
oners. 

"Mother Jarrethoul’s" end was pathe¬ 
tic. She had made a great name for 
herself as the Florence Nightingale t-l 
the Franco-German war, had received 
the cross of the Legion of Honor and 
numbers of lesser medals. Yet she died 

FORSAKEN AND IN POVERTY. 

An attempt to make amends signal¬ 
ized her burial in August, 1905. A pick 
et of soldiers followed the colIln to the 
grave and old soldiers who had been 
her comrades in the field mustered from 
all parts of France to say farewell. 

The American civil war bred a whole 
corps of women soldiers. Many women 
served throughout the entire war with¬ 
out their sex being discovered by offi¬ 
cers or comrades. 

Pauline Cushman, an actress, was 
captured in male uniform by the Con¬ 
federates and was rescued by her com¬ 
panions just as she was about to be 
hungtd as a spy. Pauline was so suc¬ 
cessful in the field that for her faithful 
services there was conferred upon her 
the rank of Major. 

Still more successful was Bridget 
Danvers, known as “Irish Biddy." Brid¬ 
get performed wonders os nurse; hos¬ 
pital steward, surgeon, vivandiere and 
private soldier. In one battle she had 
three horses killed under her. The 
wur did not give Bridget her fill of 
fighting, so she afterward crossed the 
Rockies and engaged in campaigns 
against the Indians. 

A woman known as Frunk Thompson 
carried messages through shot and 
shell at Fredericksburg disguised as an 
orderly. Her namo did not transpire 
till twenty years after, when she ob¬ 
tained a pension and was admitted to 
the 

GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 

A faithful spouse who refused to be 
parted from her husband was Mrs. Rey¬ 
nolds, wife of Capt. Reynolds, Company 
A Seventeenth Illinois Regiment. She 
rode at his side, in male attire, through 
almost the entire campaign. 

There was never a time when this 
heroic and sacrificing little woman 
flinched or hesitated in time of buttle 
or on long marches. On the field after 
a conflict she would go about minister¬ 
ing to the sick and dying, and at last 
she became widely known os the Angel 
of the Regiment. Like Pauline Cush¬ 
man, she eventually received a commis¬ 
sion us Major in Ihe army. 

Mrs. Katy Brownell, a skilful sharp¬ 
shooter, joined the ranks und served os 
a color bearer. Romantic Ellen Good- 
ridge enlisted in her lover's company, 
nnri rode as a common soldier by his 



SOME DAINTY DISHES. 

Potato Fritters—Take alioes off a large 
parboiled potato half an inch thick 
season with pepper and salt, dip ink 
batter and fry in deep fat Drain vers 
dry, scatter grated cheese over, and 
serve on a dainty d'oyiey. 

Cut off the flap of a sirloin, rub a lit 
tit salt into it, turn and rub twice dail) 
for three or four days. Then boil slowl) 
with soup, vegetables and spices t( 
taste. Press the beef and serve cold 
brushed over with glaze, and garnishee 
nicely. 

Hasty Pudding.—Boil one quart o 
milk with a little salt to flavor, am 
stir into it when boiling a paste madi 
of six ounces of flour and cold milk 
Return to the saucepan, stir while boil 
ing for ten minutes, Qnd serve in a pie 
dish. Eat with brown sugar and frest 
butter. 

Potted Meat—Use the remains of coli 
salted beef. Pass the beef twice througl 
the mincing machine and free it of litlh 
bits of gristle, pound thoroughly in i 
mortar, adding anchovy sauce, a 11 Ulo 
gcod gravy, pepper and allspice. Wher 
ul! is thoroughly blended press the mix 
ture info Jars, and put some ineltet 
buller on tho top. 

Milk Cakes.—Have one pound of flour 
half a tcaspoonful of salt, a teospoonfu 
of sugar, two of butter, one egg, ho' 
ounce of German yeast; mix all to 
gether with new milk enough to maki 
a nico light dough; let this stand fo; 
two hours in a warm place to rise 
Make Into cakes the size you prefer, Jus 
glaze them on the tops with white ' 
egg. and bake for twenty minutes in i 
quick oven. Currants or carraway seed 
may be added if approved. 

Delicious cream tarts enn be mad 
from the following recipe: Three ounce, 
of flour, two ounces of butter, an ounc> 
of Plasmon, some salt, the yolk of nj 
ecg, water and Jam as required. Rul 
the butter Into the flour and add 1 th 
Plasmon and salt. Mix n stiff past 
with the egg and water, roll out, pu 
into greased tins, und buke in u ho 
o\en for half an hour, When cold, pu 
jom and Plasmon whipped cream on t 
each tart and serve.

Bake in small putt 
pans until nicely browned and puffed 
and send to table on a dainty d’oyle> 
A little sugar should bo dusted ove 
each pudding, and slices of lemon serv 
ed with them. 

Baked onions are excellent. Th 
onions should first be scalded and the: 
have their skins removed, after whlc 
they should be dropped Into boilin 
water, which should be changed twice 
When soft but not broken they ore cii 
in quarters and arranged in a bakln 
dish that is not deep and which ina 
be sent to table. Pour a nice whit 
sauce over the onions. Strew them wit 
b'eadcrumbs, sprinkle with pepper an 
bits of butter, then bake a light browr 
This is a nourishing dish and easily d 
gesied even by a delicate person. 

Stowed apples prepared as follows 
make an excellent dish:—Peel and cor 
some good apples, and throw into col 
water. When all arc peeled, arrange i 
a stewpan so ns not to touch eac 
other. Pour half a pint of water ovc 
them, add sugar and lmnon-rlnd t 
taste. Stew gently without the cove 
for forty minutes. Take out the apple 
carefully, so as not to break them, bo 
tho syrup to reduce It, and strain ovc 
Ihe apples. When cold ornament eoc 
apple with a little red currant Jelly un 
a few strips of blanched almonds.

Last year 57.820 arlieles were found, 
an iue.cas«» of over fi.uun on Ihe previ¬ 
ous \eur. in 1901. id,221 arlieles were 
found, and since then there hus been 
a .steady increase. 

Owners of the lost articles were found 
io 26.770 rasas.

HINTS FOR THE HOUSE. 

Bub fresh eggs over with snlud oil and 
they will be milky and fresh when boiled 
afkr six weeks' keeping. Glycerine an¬ 
swers Ihe same purpose. 

A slice of whole wheat bread spread 
wilh cream cheese sprinkled with finely 
minced sweet green or red peppers, 
mukes delicious sandwiches. 

Pumpkin pies topped with whipped 
ci earn and sprinkled wilh minced nuts 
oi dolled with whole pecan meals is un 
appetizing variation of an old-time des¬ 
sert. 

Take an old piece of carpet or new 
piece of burlap forty-live by twenly- 
seven inches. Bind and hem tho rut 
ends. Sew on strong leuther handles. 
Use to bring kindlings und small wood 
in. 

To get Well-Filling Shoes and Roofs.— 
People should never go in the early 
morning to get boots und slices filled. 
For in the latter part of the day I he 
feet are at their maximum size—activity 
nnd standing tend to enlarge the feet. 

If jjeople would reyicinber this rule there 
would not be so many complaints of 
shoes when worn being tight which 
when fitted seemed perfectly comfortable. 

An excellent remedy for your sore 
mouth is( one teaspoonful each of pow¬ 
dered borax and alum with half a tea¬ 
spoonful of bicarbonate of soda, all dis¬ 
solved in half a pint of boiling water. 
These ingredients should be well mixed, 
and the mouth rinsed frequently with 
the solution. 

Nice \Vny to Cook Mutton Chops.— 
Take a chop from the neck or loin cf 
mutton cut rather thick, trim it neatly, 
leaving only a little fat on it. Flour 
it well, and sprinkle lightly wilh pepper 
and salt, place in a stewpnn wilh a tea- 
spoonful of rice, and sufficient cold water 
ti cover it. Bring to the boil, and 'et 
1* simmer very gently for one hour. If 
onion is liked, n few slices und u sprig 
of parsley may be added. 

Enamel for Shelves.—An excellent idea 
for pantry shelves is lo give them two 
coals of ordinary while point and then 
a third finishing coat of while enamel. 
As soon us the enamel dries wash It over 
with eold water, and then it will harden 
quickly. Do not cover Ihese shelves wilh 
oilcloth or paper, but leave them Tare 
and notice the improvement. As there 
are no covers under which crumbs, etc., 
can collect, there is nothing to encour¬ 
age mice, and the enamel is easily wip¬ 
ed clean with a damp cloth. 

To Give Table Linen a Gloss.—Take 
the tablecloths from the line while they 
are sllll damp, fold them carefully up 
once and roll them up tightly. Pass 
them two or three times carefully 
through the mangle. Lay the linen 
singly on on Ironing board, covered 
wilh two or three Ihlcknesses of blnn- 
kel. nnd iron It all on the right side 
with heavy hot Irons. When the cloth 
has been thus Ironed fold it lengthwise 
wilh the selvedge towards the operator, 
nnd Iron again. Turn it nnd Iron on 
the other folded aide. Fold and iron 

















again, continuing that till the cloth Is 
folded the required size. The cloth 
should then have a satin surface, with 
the pattern of the damask showing well.

BATTLE WITH A BRIGAND 


HGI1T IN LONELY flUT ON SUMMIT 
OF MONT ZEDA. 

Notorious Brigand After a Iteign of 
Terror Falls Into Hands 
of Law. 

The notorious brigand, Cuiseppe 
Croalin, who has long been the terror 
of the valley between the Leponline 
Alps and Lake Maggiore, Switzerland, 
has been captured in his hut in the 
anoNY on the summit of Mont Zeda, after 
p long and desperate fight wilh a party 
of soldiers. 

A year ago Crealin built a hut on 
Mont Zeda, 6,680 feet high. He plun¬ 
dered nnd terrorized tho valley, and then 
retreated through the forests and snowy 
heights to his mountain fastness. The 
local authorities made many attempts 
to catch him, but the elusive Crealin 
only laughed et them, and when they 
thought they were close on his tracks 
in the'woods, he was making love to a 
farmer's daughter, while he curefully 
noled the position of her father’s house¬ 
hold goods. 

TWELVE TO ONE. 

At last the local police appealed to 
I he Kalian authorities, and a dozen 
special men were sent to capture Crea¬ 
lin. They were dressed as guides, but 
ouch man carried u rifle and a revolver. 

They divided up into pairs and pro¬ 
ceeded cautiously through the forest. 
There they caught sight of the nimble 
Crealin, but he was too quick for them 
and effectively slopped them by setting 
fire lo the belt of dry wood that barred 
their progress for some time, while it 
gave him an opportunity to disappear 
in the smoke. 

A large tract of the forest was burn¬ 
ed, but the soldiers continued the ascent 
by different routes to the summit. Six 
hundred yards from the top Crealin 
challenged them by firing a shot over 
their heads. 

He had loopholed his hut and was 
evidently prepared to withstand a siege. 
The soldiers took cover and opened fire 
on the hut. Crealin replied with greut 
suiril nnd the soldiers closed in round 
him very cautiously, for he was sending 
shots in all directions. 

AT LAST. 

Tho allack began in the late afternoon, 
and ol sunset the reports of (he shots 
were still echoing along the mountain. 
The attacking party was thinking of mak¬ 
ing a retreat for they recognized that 
Jf they could not capture the hut they 
would have to spend the night on the 
mounlain top, nnd probably be frozen 
Ic death. Their hands, too, were almost 
numb, und their firing was erratic. 

After Crealin hud poured out a very 
brisk fusilude (lie firing stopped. The 
soldiers suspecled a ruse and waited. 
Then they made u rush for the door 
and buttered it in, lo find Crealin un¬ 
conscious on the floor. 

A bullet had struck him above the 
temple and knocked him out, without 
Injuring hirn seriously.

A MOST THRIVING TRIP 


ACROSS THE FALLS OF NIAGARA ON 
BL0NDIN*8 BACK. 

Death ol Harry M. Colcord, at Chicago, 
the Man Who Made the Sen¬ 
sational Trip. 

A few days ago there died in a Chicago 
hospital a man who had one of the most 
thrilling sensations ever given to mor¬ 
tal. 

Harry M. Colcord was the man who, 
nearly half a century ago, the famous 
Blondln carried on his back over a rope 
slrelched across the river at the Falls 
of Niagara. Blondln died a few years 
ago in London. 

The sensational aerial trip across the 
Falls of Niagara occurred Aug. 14, 
1859. It was repeated twice afterward, 
the last time in the presence of the 
Prince of WnJos, now King Edward 
VII. of England. 

Even after the lapse of such a long 
space of time the thrilling memory of his 
experience ever remained vividly with 
Colcord. 

HAUNTED BY THRILLING FEAT. 

“The thought of it haunts me as close¬ 
ly as if It huppened yesterday,” he used 
to say, “and after in my dreams it oil 
comes back to me. Again I sway from 
side to side and lay myself like a dead 
weight as Blondln goes onward, step by 
step, the rope swaying and his balanc¬ 
ing pole oscillating; again I see the 
shores black with people und look down 
tho swirling river, far below, until we 
seem to be rushing up stream; again I 
descend from his back nnd sland on the 
taut, vibruting rope, and again 1 feel 
Blondln stumble and sway as Ihe ruf¬ 
fians try to upset us, and I jump up in 
nervous terror and cold perspiration.” 

Blondln had acquired international 
fame by his wonderful feats on the tight 
rope. He was n native of Calais, 
France, and his real name was Jean 
Francois Gravelette. At the age of 4 he 
was sent to L’Ecole Gymnasium, and 
soon obtained the name of the “boy 
wonder.” His people were poor and ex¬ 
acting, and they mode him work hard. 
His daredevil feats made him fascinating 
and renowned, lie was the first to 
throw a double somersault on the light 
rope—the first and lost ond only one. 
When he visited Niagara he promptly 
formed the ambition of crossing tho 
river on the tight rope. 

SEEN BY GREAT CROWDS. 

The place chosen was opposite the 
Clifton House, where the rope, a Ihree- 
inch monilu, was stretched across to a 
place called White’s pleusure ground. 
Tho rope was in two pieces of 1,000 feet 
each, united by u long splice. It hung nt 
a distance of 270 feet above the river and 
sagged about 50 feet in the centre by its 
own weight. 

The performance was t well advertised 
and was a big money maker. About 
300,000 persons were present, mainly 
uttracted by the prospect of seeing two 
human beings going to probuble nnd 
spectacular death. Heavy bels were 
placed as to whether the two performers 
would succeed in Ihelr feat or perish. 

Hurry Colcord, who agreed for a sub¬ 
stantial consideration to be the man 
curried, was a native of Attica, N. Y. 
He was 31 years old at the time, his 
muscles had been tensed and hardened 
by roughing it for four years on an Arc¬ 
tic whaler, und lie weighed only 135 
pounds. Blondins weight wus 140. 

Tho start was made from the Cana¬ 
dian shore. Blondin wore his profes¬ 
sional tighls; his burden wore a con¬ 
ventional black dross suit. The balanc¬ 
ing pole was thirty feet long and 
weighed slxly pounds. The tight rope, 
taut as a violin string, was kept in place 
by guy lines stretched at intervals of 
twenty feet, save for a space of forty 
feet in tho centre. “Harry, be sure lo 
let yourself rest all the lime like a dead 


lous gamblers who had bet against our 
crossing. 

WILD CHEERS AT FINISH. 

“Again 1 mounted his back, and as we 
toiled up the slope of the rope toward 
the American bank we confronted an 
Immense sea of faces, Intense with In¬ 
terest, alarm, fear. A band was trying 
to play, hut the wrought-up musicians 
could only evoke discordant notes. As 
wc approached the brinkjhere was an 
immense danger that the'ruslr of spec¬ 
tators might crowd us over the cliff and 
others along with us. At my advice 
Blondin rushed into the throng os far as 
he could go. There was a great cheer, 
and the danger was over.” 

For his intrepidity Harry Colcord was 
made the recipient of numerous substan¬ 
tial testimonials. Blondin was presented 
was a handsome diamond-studded gold 
watch and chain, while the representa¬ 
tives of railroads, steamboats and hotels 
presented him wilh sums aggregating a 
few thousand dollars. 

A second time that fall Blondin car¬ 
ried Colcord across the river, the pas¬ 
sage being without special incident. The 
third crossing was made, over the 
whirlpool, ir August, 18G0, in the pre¬ 
sence of the Prince of Wales and a 
gathering of about a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion people. Immense grand stands 
were erected on both sides of the river 
and the admission fee was a dollar. 
Doors placed at regular Intervals gave 
admission to the stands. 

I The Prince, now King of England, 
who was accompanied by a brilliant 
fletlnue headed by the Duke of New- 
dhslle, proved a great drawing card. 
Newspapers from far and near sent 
their representatives to watch not so 
much the performance of the balancist 
and hi? burden but Its effects on the 
young scion of royalty, and Ihe Imagi¬ 
native reporters had full sway. ‘The 
Prince of Woles Faints,” and “Great 
Emotion of the Prince of Wales” were 
among the scare headlines of special 
editions. 

The Prince did not faint or otherwise 
creole a sensation, but when the adven¬ 
turers stepped from the rope on Cana¬ 
dian soil he kindly received them In his 
pavilion. “He put his arms around me,” 
said Colcord, ‘kissed me on the cheek, 
and said, ‘You’re a brave lad'—although 
at the time I was old enough to be his 
father.”

BUILDING THE GREAT BATTLESHIP 
DREADNOUGHT. 

Can Turn Out Warship in Halt the 
Time Any Other Nation Would 
Take. 

The English naval authorities have 
built in one short year the most pow¬ 
erful ship in the world. Their most 
speedy rival, they believe, could not do 
what they have done in double tho

BUTCHERING ON THE FARM. 

The first thing Is a good scalding 
barrel or tank. I bad a tank mads il 
2-inch oak that I used for this purpos* 
It is about 4 feet across and 2k deep, 
writes J. O. Schroyer. After the scald¬ 
ing Is done, it is well cleaned, and 
serves for pocking down meat. When 
I use this tank for scalding, I set tbs 
derrick over it and ayhog of 400 pounds 
can be hoisted in oral scalded os easily 
os a 150-pound pig can be handled 
without a derrick. My derrick is mads 
SL. J °w. r ? x * s and a block and tackle. 
This block ond tackle Is hondy for many 
other Jobs about the farm. 

When scalding, the hog is hoisted out 
of the tank ond swung onto a bench 
a: the side and scraped clean. 1 /use 
u patent hog scraper which costs from 
1> to 20 cents. If you cannot get one 
of your local dealer, you con easily get 
it of any large mail order house. When 
sending for It, get a couple of knives. 

I have one with an 8-inch blade that 
comes handy in a great many instances. 
But do not do as one of my friends did, 
o>’der a 12-inch knife and think that 
means handle and all. Knives of this 
sor! are sized according to the length 
of the blade. The fellow that got the 
12-lnch knife, said It came handv to use 
when cutting up corn if he ran short 
of corn knives. A good sausage mill und 
a lard press are also necessities. The 
lard press will get out enough more 
lard over hand pressing to puy for it¬ 
self In a yeor or two. 

When cool 1 cut up the meat, and if 
the weather is not too cold it is left ;o 
still further lose all trace of animnf 
heat, then it is rubbed with suit und 
all allowed to stick Jhat will possibly 
adhere to it. Afterward, it is pucked{ 
In the meat tank, the hams In the bot¬ 
tom, the shoulders next ond Ihe sides 
on top. It is allowed to slnml in the 
cry salt for three weeks ami then a 
brine is made that wttl float a fresh egg. 
This brine is poured directly on the 
meat without removing it from Ihe dry 
soil ond It is then left for five weeks 
longer, when it is taken from the brine 
ond allowed to drain. Then it is hung 
in the smoke-house and well smoked 
in the old-fashioned way. 

After the meat has been well smoked 
I take it down nnd rub each piece with 
a good coating of borax and nng it 
tack in the smoke-house. \< t n fiy 
touches it nnd il remains \ nnd 
fjrm until wanted, even unM A st or 
September of Ihe following v. i.ner i 
do not pack in oats or ushos. as many 
dj ond ns I former# did. My present 
method beats ull of that sort of thing. 

By having these few necessary tools 
butchering is not half the work that 
it is if cut;, tiling has to be borrowed 
end taken h.mo again. I have a good 
Sr I of gambrels which have leen saved 
from year to year. They are always 
ready. When I am through with the 
lard stick or paddle. 1 put it away, and 
the next fall il is right at hand again. 

Some weeks before butchering time 
I gather n lot of broken posts nnd ends 
o' boards and dead limbs that are 
needed lo moke hot fires. In this way 
I clean up the premises nnd have nice 
dry wood for butchering. Pieces that 
are full of nails and cannot be well 
cut with on axe or saw arc here put 
to good use. 

HANDY DEVICE FOR SAVING WOOD. 

To readers who live in wooded sections 
1 recommend a sampson to raise heavy 
trees off the ground to be sawed, soys

CEMENT FOR FARM BUILDING. 

The high prices of lumber and brick 
are bringing cement into use as a valu¬ 
able and durable building material, in 
crnslruetiWg cow stubles, hog houses 
and poultry houses cement is proving 
especially valuable. Where small rough 
field stone and plenty of sharp sand 
can be hod, nearby, the cost compares 
favorably with wood. With one good 
man to superintend the laying, the bal¬ 
ance of the labor can be done by com¬ 
mon help. Rough field stone need very 
little facing In a high wall, providing 
a gooJ general line Is followed, says Mr. 
C. S. Phelps. 

The best grades of Portland cement 
are the best and the cheapest. The 
quantity to be used for the foundation 
f-.i walls and floors need not exceed, 
by bulk, one part cement to ten ports 
sharp, coarse gravel. The chief core 
should he to lay a good surface about 
l inch thick for floors. This surface 
con be made of one purt cement to tlvo 
parts sharp sand. Cement floors have 
the advantage of being easily cleaned, , 
free from hiding places for rats or other 
vermin, and when properly luld. prove 
very durable. In my poultry work this 
year I have seen the great advantage 
r.t a rat-proof brooder house, ns the 
losses by rats have been practically no¬ 
thing, while last year with tump brood* 
e s I lost 30 to 40 per cent by rats alone. 
Hog; are very destructive to wood work 
and cement should be used wherever 
the animals con reach the sides or bot¬ 
toms of the pens.

Crystal Goblet of the Mu9graves—High¬ 
land Chid tain's Fairy 
Flag. 

The best-known of all family mascots 
Is the crystal goblet In the possession of 
the Musgraves, known fur and wide as 
the “Luck of Eden Hall.” Whence it 
came is uncertain, though tradition 
avers that many years since a butler in 
the service of the family, having gone 
early ono morning to the garden to 
druw water from St. Cuthberts Well, 
saw within its depths the fairies holding 
high revelry, and stooping down, 
snatched from their hands the drinklng- 
cup on whoso .safe preservation, it is 
paid, the fortunes of the Musgrave family 
depend. 

Another treasure from Elfland i 3 the 
‘Braolauchski,” or fairy flog, which, in 
the uges of the long ugo, was presented 
to a chieftain of ilie clan Muclrod by 
Queen Tilanlajherself, who restricted its 
miraculous aid to three invocations, the 
last of which should be coincident with 
the disappcurunce of the flag and its 
bearer. Twice has the -fairy talisman 
proved Its power; once in u skirmish 
when the Macleods were on the point of 
annihilation by superior numbers, and 
again when the direct lino was in danger 
of dying out for wunt of an heir. Occa¬ 
sion for the third, and last, invocation 
has not yet arisen, and at Dunvegan 
Castle, in the Isle of Skye. 

THE FLAG Vh» REMAINS. 

In tho centre of one of the lower 
chambers of Cawdor Cuslle may still be 
seen a venerable liuwlhurn, coeval with 
the ancient pile itself. The founder of 
the castle, so runs the legend, was bid¬ 
den by a seer to follow an ass laden 
with the gold that it was his intention 
to expend on his new home, and to 
commence building ul the spot where ihe 
animal should slop.

AN INCIDENT WHEN HE WAS PRINCE 
or WALES. 


Remark ol Prince Herbert Bismarck 
Almost Provoked Him to Throw 
Latter Out of Room. 

Much that is interesting to Britons is 
contained in the astounding “Memoirs" 
of Prince Hohenlohe (published By his 
son), which shed considerable light on 
the relations of Kaiser Wilhelm II. and 
Prince Bismarck. The publication of the 
book has given the Kaiser much annoy * 
ance, and has drawn forth a fiery tele¬ 
gram of reprimand (or the young 
Prince. 

/Prince Hohenlohe refers to Prince 
William (the present Emperor) in the 
following words; “He is a rather boyish, 
Inconsiderate young man of whom Ids 
mother is afraid. He also has rows with 
his father.” 

On September 22nd, 1888, Prince 

Hohenlohe was received in audience by 
! the Empress Augusta Victoria, the wife 
of William I. “She was,” he says, “very 
broken down and sad. We began by 
discussing the Emperor's last days, and 
then she became animated, and spoke of 
tbc maliciousness and the disgraceful 
behavior of certain people whom she 
mentioned by name. 

ANGERED PRINCE OF WALES. 

“Prince Herbert Bismarck, the Em¬ 
press added, had the Impudence to tell 
Ihe Prince of Wales that an emperor 
(Kulser Frederick) who was unable to 
carry on a discussion was really In¬ 
capable of ruling. The Prince of Wales 
said that, if he had not attached impor¬ 
tance to the good relations between 
Great Britain and Germany, he would 
have thrown Prince Bismarck out of the 
room.” 

The pages relating to that period so 
Interesting to Britons—viz., the months 
of December, 1895, and January, 1800— 
contain no reference to the Kruger 
telegram, and tne South African War is 
barely mentioned. Prince Hohenlohe, 
however, records at length a highly in¬ 
teresting conversation on Far Eastern 
policy which he had with the Emperor 
Nicholas at Breslau. 

“His Majesty thinks,” says the Prince, 
‘That Great Britain is responsible for 
the whole movement in Armenia and 
Crete, and he said: ‘I am very fond of 
Great Britain and the British, who are 
sympathetic with me, but 1 distrust their 
policy.’ ” 

TO GOBBLE ALL AFRICA. 

The Czar also told Prince Hohenlohe 
that he had heard than Great Britain: 
had u plan to bring Africa, from the 
Cape to Egypt, into her possession. 
That wus, however, in his opinion, a 
long way off. The Prince, in reply, said 
that the British attached so much im¬ 
portance to their supremacy in Africa 
from the fear that they would one day 
lose India. 

"But who Is going to take India from 
them?” asked the Czar. “We ure not so 
stupid os to pursue such schemes." 

Alluding on January 7, 1900, to the 
prospects of the passing of the Navy 
bill. Prince Hohenlohe wrote: 

“We must not expose ourselves lo the 
danger of meeting at the hands of Great i 
Britain the fule of Spain at the Hands 
of the United States." 

Unquestionably the publication of the 
memoirs was on act of Indiscretion, nnd 
it is easy to understand the indignation 
which prompted Kaiser Wilhelm to send 
a telegram to Prince Philip, which Is | 
one of the most fiery documents which 
even the Kaiser has ever launched.

SHRINKING FLANNEL WITH STEAM. 

All good flannel is shrunk before be¬ 
ing offered lo the public. The flannels 
are placed between two heavy wet 
sheets first, and left In that position for 
twenty-four to thirty-six hours. When 
removed they are spread out on specially 
prepared rails in a drying-room heated 
by steam-pipes, where they are allowed 
lo remain until thoroughly dry. The 
next process is to place tho lengths of 
the flannel In fo’ds between layers of 
glossy paper, anil subject it lo a press¬ 
ing by hydraulic machines. The more 
pressure they arc subjecled lo. the more 
valuable and heavy the flannels become.

The superintendent, Dr. Rumpel, stat¬ 
ed that heads of corpses were frequent¬ 
ly- cut off and added to the hospital col¬ 
lection. For the purpose of Instruction, 
il wus also necessary to keep other parts 
of bodies. 

A former employe of the hospital, 
whose trial for selling bodies was the 
occasion of lhe.se disclosures, declared 
that he had seen Ihe arms of a dead 
nrn ampulnted and replaced by a girl’s 
or"g in order that the man’s relatives 
should susneet nothing. It was also 
proved that wardens hod cut off and 
s id heads and n»her norts of corpses 
for their own profit, and without the 
knowledge n r the doctors. In two cases 
n f least cofllns were buried containing 
only parts of the body. The emnlove 
was ncmiMted on the ground of the 
value of his evidence to the nubile In- 
(crest. Herr Schonherg has also now 
been acquitted on the ground that he 
bad merelv carried out his duties, and 
that the graver charges were not proved.

DANGER L\ HYPNOTISM. 

A London Medical Expert Talks of 
Experiments. 

The advantages and dangers of hyp¬ 
notism us a mouns of treating disease 
formed the subject of a notable lecture 
accompanied by some remarkable ex¬ 
periments given before the Psycho* 
Therapeutic Society by Dr. Edwin Ash, 
for sumo time demonstrator of physio¬ 
logy and house pnyslelan ut St. Marys 
Hospital. London, England. 

“In using hypnotism to cure direuse, 
suld Dr. Ash, “we at present uro toying 
with a great force which we do not fully 
understand, and which we cunnot en¬ 
tirely control. We certuinly cannot con¬ 
trol It sufficiently to govern the grosser 
forms of disease, and it is important to 
remember that nothing cun do more 
hurm to psycho-therupeutlc methods 
than that one case so treated which 
should have been treuted by surgical 
means should go wrong. 

“Diseases which generally cun be in¬ 
fluenced by hypnotism are of u -func¬ 
tional order, und not those associated 
with organic changes. It cun. 1 think, 
ho proved that it is possible by mechani¬ 
cal means and suggestion, without any 
personal Influence, such as magnetism, 
to musk the conscious mind of the sub¬ 
ject and bring out some underlying un- 
i consciousness."

He Is a low, crafty brute, one that 
takes no risks, for, unlike the leopard, 
he will never leap a wall unless lie can 
see what is on tho other side. A paper 
fence would keep him away from a 
herd of cattle, provided they did not 
break out through terror of Ills growl¬ 
ing and kis smell.

FALLING OF THE LEAVE8. 

Th* Wind In th* Astasia R*nlly Has 

v*rr Lfttl* to Do with It. 

When the storm clouds gather behind 
the brown autumnal woods and cold 
winds begin to blow, then tho bright 
leaves come drifting down In fluttering, 
fast thickening showers until It almost 
seems as if the wind were tho active 
agent and actually tore tho leaves from 
the trees. This, of course, Is not the 
case. The leaf fall only becomes possi¬ 
ble ufter a long preparation on tho part 
of tho tree, which forms a peculiar 
layer of cells In each leaf stem called 
tho clcavngo plate. 

This cleavage plate, or separation 
layer, consists of a section of loosely 
attached thin walled cells with a few 
strands of stronger woody fiber in 
among them, so. In the early autumn, 
although the leaves appear ns firmly 
attached as ever before, they aro really 
only held on the tree by these few 
woody strands and the outer brittle 
akin or epidermis of tho stem. Now 
only a alight shock or wind flurry Is 
sufficient to break the fragile support 
and bring tho leaves In showers to the 
ground. We may see theso woody 
strands broken through In the leaf scar 
of the horse chestnut, where they ap¬ 
pear tw little rounded projections on 
tho broken surface and aro often Hpok- 
en of from their fancied resemblance 
to the ualla of a horso^ioe. The hick¬ 
ory and ash among other trees have 
similar markings cn tliolr leaf scars 
and from the snino cause. On the root 
of the wild sarsaparilla, which projects 
Just above the ground, a like series of 
little projections will be seen upon the 
lhigliko scar which surrounds the bud 
v i .-rc the leaf stalk has Just separated. 

Often tho leaves separate and fall 
even on tho quietest days, for their 
own weight Is suillc’ent to break the 
frail support. These hushed and su¬ 
premely. tranquil days we all remem¬ 
ber, when our October walks arc ac¬ 
companied by the soft, small sounds of 
facing leaves, by the rustlings und dry 
whisperings of their showering multi¬ 
tudes.

The wood rat is small, no larger thuu 
a common l-ut, but Ids ambition and 
acquisitiveness are insatiable.

crease the si/,o of his pile of sticks. 
The neighboring licit! is placed under 
tribute. First, all the nearby sticks 
are gathered into the pile. Then, as 
these are cleaned up, lie goes farther 
and farther away from home, and cv- I 
ory twig is eagerly seized upon to in- j 
crease the size of his pile of sticks. 

The wood rat regards his pile of 
sticks as a refuge In time of trouble. 
On the first sound of alarm he rushes 
fur the pile and crawls underneath. It 
is here that la? often finds his destruc¬ 
tion, for a summer fire sometimes 
sweeps through the woods, and the 
wood rat’s pile of slicks makes a 
veritable furnace. The larger the pile 
the hotter the fire, and thus he has 
piled up the means of his own agony. 

We do not need to carry the com¬ 
parison any further. The lesson is 
obvious, but still many of 11 s do not 
appear to realize that we arc like the 
wood rat, worshiping a pile of sticks. 
We marry a man because of the size 
of his pile of sticks and not from an 
innate attractiveness. We call this 
man a success because lie can gather 
slicks faster than any of bis compan¬ 
ions. We call this man “sharp" and 
“shrewd" because, after a fellow* 
worker has laboriously made a huge 
pile, lie steps in and ousts his fellow 
from the pile and appropriates all the 
sticks for his own.

daily instruction and sani¬ 
tary INSPECTION OF 
FACTORIES AND CREAMERIES 
The Dairy Instruction of the past 
few years has resulted in a marked im¬ 
provement in the general equipment 
and sanitary conditions of factories. 
Many proprietors and makera have, 
however, stated to the instructors and 
members of the Dairyman’s Associa¬ 
tions that they weio !*otncwliftt dis¬ 
couraged after going to the expense 
and trouble which were found necess¬ 
ary to make the improvements con¬ 
sidered essential by the dairy iuanuct- 
ion. “We have gone to considerable 
expanse in order that the quality o' 
cheese may he of a higher standar d 
hut our neighbor factories have gone 
on in the same old way manufacturing 
along cheap lines and they, for the 
most part, secure as high a price for 
their cheese as the better eduipped fac¬ 
tories. In many cases the poorly run 
factories manufacture for a lower ra»e 
than a well equipped und improved 
factory thus making the burden still 
greater for those who are anxious to 
do what is essential if the industry is 
to he placed on a more and permameut 
basis.” ft 

The sauitarv inspectors for the past 
year, Messrs J. H. Echliu and T. Dil¬ 
lon, have (ffected u marked improve¬ 
ment in the sanitary conditions of the 
factories. They went out from the 
Department clothed with authority to 
insist upon improvements which were 
necessary and which had, in many 
cases, befeh recommended by tiie in¬ 
structors, but which bad not been 
made. Many expressions of apprecia¬ 
tion of the work accomplished by these 
inspectors have been received from all 
sections and the better class of Dairy 
men throughout the Province are 
strongly of opinion that work of this 
nature should be followed still more 
closely during the coming season. 

The representatives of the dairy 
sedations and the chief instructors as 
well as the regular staff of instructors 
are of one opinion as to the advise- 
bility of clothing the instructors with 
the jower of sanitary inspectors and 
so arranging t m districts that every 
factory and creamery will he subject 
to legular and systematic Hauitary in 
spection aud may have the benefit of 
instruction as well. In order that the 
opinions above expressed might be put 
iuto tangible form to be placed before 
the Minister of Agriculture, the Direc¬ 
tor of Dairy Instruction called a m.et 
ing of the chief instructors, sanitary 
inspectors, and representatives of the 
two dairy associations to meet in Tor 
onto on the 8 th inst. These present 
were Chief Instructors, G H. Barr and 
G. G. Publoy. Sauitary Inspectors, 
Dillon ami J. H. Echliu Repre^eu'a 
lives of Eastorn Dairymens’ Assoeia 
tion, R. G. Murphy, J. It. Dargavel, M 
P.Viind J. H. Siugletyn, Western Asso 
ciation, Thos. BallaDtyne, Jno. Mc- 
Irvin and J. N. Paget. After discuss¬ 
ing the subjects brfore them at. great 
length they unanimously decided upon 
the following system. 

(I) 3'liat tho whole Province be 
divided into such sub-divisions as 
Would give each inspector from 35 to 
.36 factories or creameries. This w’ill 
require a staff of .38 instructor-inspec¬ 
tors, and it is considered by those who 
have had the work in charge that the 
men appointed to the work would he 
able to render more effective service 
than in past years. Many of tho bet¬ 
ter factories are really not in need of 
regular instruction and in majority of 
cases a call of an hour or two from the 
instructor will bo just as tffeotive a- 
to spend a whble day with the maker 
in manufacturing a Jotof cheese. This 
will give the instructor-inspictors an 
opportunity to visit many of tho .'arm* 
and to advise with the producers a

HEART ACTION ON SHIPBOARD. 

Surgeons Find That Vibration Bothers 
Their Diagnoses. 

“All hearts sound alike on these mod¬ 
ern ships,” suid the surgeon of a trans¬ 
atlantic liner. “Although the hull of the 
average modern steamer is bigger and 
mpposedly less subject to the violence 
of the sea, the machinery to drive the 
enlarged hulls has been increased in size.

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BOMB IN ST. PETERS, ROME 

Dastardly Attempt to Wreck Great 
Temple of Catholicism. 


A despatch from Rome says: A bomb 
was exploded in St. Peter’s on Sunday. 
The edifice was crowded, and an inde¬ 
scribable scene of confusion followed. 
There were no fatalities. As soon as the 
echoes of the tremendous roar had 
ceased a canon sought by reassuring 
words to quiet the people, but in vain. 
They fled in all directions, and a num¬ 
ber of women fainted. 

SCENES OF CONFUSION. 

Women and children screamed, and 
men tried to protect their families in 
the crush. The church is so large, how¬ 
ever, that there was ample room for the 
crowd to scatter, and no one was in¬ 
jured. No trace of the perpetrator of the 
deed has been found. 

Since Saint Anaoletus, who was or¬ 
dained by Peter hirnrelf, erected an ora¬ 
tory in 90 A.D. on the site of the pre¬ 
sent Basilica to mark the spot where the 
remains of St. Peter ure buried, no such 
dastardly occurrence is noted In the an¬ 
nals of the Church. 

MASS JUST CONCLUDED. 

Sunday was the anniversary of the 
dedication of the Basilica to St. Peter, 
and it was beautifully decorated for the 
occasion. Holy relics were exposed, and 
a large number of the faithful attended 
the services. The lust mass hud just 
been concluded when the explosion oc¬ 
curred, and only one canon, who hod 
not quite finished, remained at the oltur 
of St. Petronll'a. This altar is ut the 
end of the right aisle, and it was near 
here that the bomb had been placed. As 


the cafton turned to bless the communi¬ 
cants there was a tremendous roar, 
which echoed through lofty arches of the 
Immense dome like a thunder clap. At 
the same time a dense smoke spread 
throughout this portion of the Basilica, 
and a strong odor of gunpowder filled 
the air. Confusion and panic at once 
seized the people. 

ONLY THE NOONDAY GUN. 

The canon at the altar tried to stem 
the tide of fear. He shouted out: “Do 
not be afraid; it is nothing, merely the 
noonday gun.” 

His words, however, had little effect; 
they were refuted by the smoke and the 
pungent smell of powder, and the people 
continued their headlong flight. Chairs 
were overthrown, making the confusion 
more serious. Men and women fled, 
stumbling in all directions, screams of 
children and cries of anguish were 
heard on all sides, and for a few mo¬ 
ments it seemed as if nothing could ob- 
1 viate a grave disaster. The vast size of 
the church, however, gave room for the 
crowd to scatter, and at the end of a few 
moments the people were surging to¬ 
ward the doors, excited and nervous, but 
orderly. 

NO ONE INJURED. 

As soon as the smoke cleared away a 

hasty examination showed that nobody 
had been hurt in the crush, and, further¬ 
more, that no one had been wounded by 
the explosion. Calm was gradually re¬ 
stored, and people returned to view the 
extent of the damage.

FORTY-TWO PEOPLE DROWNED.

with passengers, sank two miles north 
of Alki Point, shortly after 7 o'clock on 
Sunday night, after having collided with 
the steamship Jeanie, Capt. P. H. Mason, 
of the Alaska Coast Company. Forty- 
three passengers and members of the 
jrew of the Dix are missing and 3G were 
saved. The Dix is a total wreck. The 
leanie was not injured in the least.

She listed heavily lo port for a brief 
period, righled herself, then sunk stern 
first. There was hardly time to launch 
life rafts or boats before she was almost 
entirely submerged. Passengers jumped 
from the decks into the water; women

irdere that could hardly be heard above 
the din. The passengers from the Dix 
who could swim inude their way to the 
.ides of the Jeanie and were dragged 
ihourd. The Jeanie wus not moved 
mtil ufler all who had reached her hud 
teen hauled aboard.

Bailey fired twice 
without hiltffig and the negro then shot 
and killed Bailey. The negro escaped.

Young Woman Succumbed to 
Deadly Vapor. 

A despatch from Deseronto saye: Gat 
escaping through a sewer pipe during 
the night was the cause of death by 
suffocation of the only daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jack Wright, of this town. 
The family, consisting of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wright, two eons, and one daughter, 
aged about 21, retired ea usual on 
Thursday night, the two eons sleeping 
in the upper flat. Friday morning they 
were around the house, but appeared to 
be dazed through inhaling the gas, and 
it was 3 o’clock in the afternoon before 
they recovered sufficiently to realize the 
condition of the rest of the family. A 
doctor was immediately summoned, but 
when he arrived he found the daughter 
had been dead for some time. The father 
and mother are now in a very serious 
condition, with but slight hopes of 
their recovery. An inquest will be held. 


JAPAN'S NEW BATTLESHIP. 

Exceeds the British Dreadnought in 
Tonnage. 

A despatch from Tokio says: The ut¬ 
most interest was felt in the launching 
of the new battleship Satsuma, which 
took place on Tursday at Yokosuka in 
the presence of the Emperor. The keel 
of the Satsuma was laid on May 15 cf 
last year. She has a length of 482 feet 
and beam of 83% feet. Her draught is 
27% feet. Her tonnage, which is 19,200, 
exceeds that of England’s biggest batr 
tleshlp, the Dreadnought, by 1,200 tons. 
Her horse-power, it Is said, will be 18,- 
000. Her speed will be 20% knots. While 
this is slower than the Dreadnought, it 
is expected that the Saturaa’s Mya- 
bara boilers will give her greater steam¬ 
ing stability. The armament will con¬ 
sist of four 12-lnch guns, ten 10-inch 
end 12 120 MM. guns. The Japanese 
naval architects have utilized in the 
construction of the Satsuma the valu¬ 
able lessons learned in the late war.

Seven Cases of Robbery and Assault

A despatch from Pittsburg, Penn., 
snys: Despite the efforts of city officials 
and the police department to put an end 
1 .1 the burglaries and hold-ups in this 
cl’y, and notwithstanding the veritable 
drag net that has been thrown out by 
t ie public protectors, reports of hold¬ 
ups and burglar es continue to reach 
tlif public.

Great excitement prevails, and people 
are rushing here In great numbers, 
many claims having olreudy been 
staked, and it is thought that before 
winter sets in many large companies 
will be formed to extensively operate 
their proper*ies. Experienced miners 
who have already visited the place state 
that the findings and formation are as 
rich as those recently discovered In 
northern Ontario, and will undoubtedly 
attract a large inilux of miners to this 
district. Maidstone is the most acces¬ 
sible railway point to the diggings.

Canadian Northern Is Considering 
the Question 


A despatch from Winnipeg says: Rail 
road construction during the post month 
has been greater, and more has been 
accomplished than in any other month 
foi years past. Realizing that winter 
was at hand, when work would De 
forcibly suspended, the contractors have 
rushed their work with all possible 
spaed, the lack of men, however, being 
a great handicap. At the close of the 
threshing season the ranks of the rail¬ 
road builders were considerably aug¬ 
mented by the engagement of a largo 
number of Eastern harvest hands, ihe 
high pay offered being an inducement 
to them to terminate their stay in the 
West a month or two later than usual. 

A noticeable fact has been the large 
number of applications and notices of 
applications for the construction of new 
roads with which the Provincial Govern¬ 


ments have been deluged during the 
month past. 

With their new line between Parry 
Sound and Toronto completed, the 
Canadian Northern are now ready to 
consider not only a connection between 
Parry Sound and Port Arthur, but the 
tapping of western Ontario. Which of 
the two projects will receive first atten¬ 
tion has not been announced, but the 
likelihood is that both schemes will be 
worked simultaneously. 

The executive agent, Hugh Sutherland, 
of the C. N. R., at present In Port Ar¬ 
thur, is considering the early projec¬ 
tion of the railway east to meet the line 
just opened at Parry Sound. When that 
connection is made the C. N. R. will 
have a through line from Toronto to 
Edmurfon. Announcement is expected 
in a few days.

ST. VITUS'S DANCE. 

This distressing affection, called In 
medical terms chorea, is a nervous mal¬ 
ady of early life. It is most frequent in 
children twelve or thirteen years old; 
before five and after twenty it is rare. 

Girls are affected more frequently than 
boys, nearly In the proportion of three 
to one. 

What the essence of the disease is 
physicians do not know. Some think it 
consists in an undue irritability of that 
portion of the nervous system which has 
to do with muscular contraction, others 
that it is due to fatigue or exhaustion of 
the nerves. The principal sympiom of 
chorea is an involuntary contraction of 
certain muscles, commonly those of the 
face, neck and arms, giving rise to ir¬ 
regular movements of the head and 
arms, coupled with grimaces. In severe 
cases the muscles of the trunk and the 
legs are also affected, so that the sufferer 
is unable to walk, nnd even rolls and 
tosses about in the bed. 

The constant movements give rise to 
an intense and painful fatigue. Some¬ 
times the spasmodic twitching of the 
tongue and the muscles concerned in the 


useful, but they must of course be taken 
only under the physician’s supervision. 
Thu eyes should always be examined 
and proper glasses fitted before the 
child is ullowed to return to study after 
recovery from an attack of chorea.— 
Youth’s Companion.

FALLING OF THE LEAVES. 


The Wind In (ho Autumn Il^nl!) Hi* 
Very Little to Do With It. 

When tho storm clouds gather behind 
the brown autumnal woods and cold 
winds begin to blow, then the l right 
leaves come drifting down in fluttering, 
fast thickening showers until It nlmr.d 
seems ns If the wlml wore the active 
agent nml actually tore tho leaves from 
the trees. This, of course, Is nut the 
case. Tho leaf fall only becomes possi¬ 
ble after u long preparation on the part 
of tho tree, which forms u peculiar 
layer of cells in each leaf stem called 
tho cleavage plate. 

This cleavage plate, or separation 
layer, consists of a section of loo;*c!y 
attached thin walled cells with u few' 
strands of stronger woody fiber In 
among them, so, In the early autumn, 
although the leaves appear as firmly 
attached as over before, they are really 
only held on the tree by those few 
woody strunds nml tho outer brittle 
skin or epidermis of tho stem. Now 
only a slight shock or wind flurry is 
sufficient *0 break the fragile support 
and bring tho leaves in showers to the 
ground. We may see those woody 
strands broken through In the leaf scar 
of the horse chestnut, where they ap¬ 
pear as llttlo rounded projections on 
the broken surface and nro often spok¬ 
en of from their fancied rcsemblunce 
to the nails of a horseshoe. Tho hick¬ 
ory and ash among other trees have 
similar markings on their leaf scars 
and from the same cause. On tho root 
of the wild sarsaparlllu, which projects 
Just above the ground, a like series of 
llttlo projections will bo seen upon tho 
rlngllko scar which surrounds tho bud 
where the leaf stalk has Just separated. 

Often tho leaves separate nml fall 
even on the quietest days, for their 
own weight is sulflclent to break tho 
frail support. These hushed and su¬ 
premely tranquil days we all remem¬ 
ber, when our October walks ure ac¬ 
companied by the soft, small sounds of 
fulling leaves, by tho rustlings and dry 
whisperings of their showering multi¬ 
tudes.
